GKEA5E YOUR NAILS. 


Every farmer who has had occasion to 


irive a nail into seasoned oak posts knows 
'ts liability to bend and break. 
If the point 


bo moistened in the mouth it will usually 
drive more kindly. 
Oil is yf.il! better, but 


then it is inconvenient to dip each nail 
separately into it. 
Another point observed 


'.s that boards become loose eventually from 
tho rusting of tho nails, which, communi- • 
eating to Ilia wood, causes not only an en- 
argenxmt of the nail bole, but the wearing 
away of tho nail itself, rendering tho fence 
or building shaky and insecure. This may 


prevented by heating any rough grease 


miit it smokes, and then pouring it over 
.he unils to bo used. 
Tho grease will peiie- 


.rate the port's of the iron, and cause the 
nails to last, without rusting, an indefinite 
period. IJesido this, no trouble will then 
10 experienced iu driving them into the 
mrdest wood. Tho reason is that (ho coat- 
ug of grease prevents contact of air, and, 
"ousequeully, oxidation. 
Oxygen is the 


jreat destroyer of iron, and moisture is the 
nduciug cause. 


SUEEP KA.TINV. TIltlR WOOL. 


Instances of sheep eating their wool are 


quite common, especially during the latter 
mrt of Winter and early in the Spring. 
Joino have thought the habit resulted from 
ho presence of small parasites, as minute as 
lie red spider of some flowering plants, 
vhich produced im irritation, and to easo 
his tho sheep acquired tho habit of biting 
ts own skin, and thereby eating its own 
wool. It is generally believed that the habit 
ts analogous to that of hens eating their egg 
hells, and the abnormal appetite of cows 
or old bones, woolen rags, &.G.. and is 
wised by an exhaustion of phosphate in the 
;oil. Old pastures and iields that havo long 
jeen cropped arc dc-licieiit in fhc.sn elements 
lenco tho absence cf them in feed and cou- 
equeut want of them by animals. 
As ft 


irevcntivc, mis a small (jimntity of bone 
meal with corn meal, and givo them an oc- 
aeional feed. Sulphur, too, lias been found 
o bo a preventive- of tho habit, and many 
aruiera keep their slock constantly supplied 
vith it.

icnlthy loiio to the system.

THK PROHIBITORY LAW IN NKW 


PORT. 


Since August 1 187-1 twenty niuo com 


plaints have been niado in this city undo 
the provisions of the prohibitory nnd stnti 
constabulary laws. These twenty nine com 
plaints are against only fifteen persons, aui 
with an impartiality to which wo invite the 
attention of Susan B. Anthony, seven o 
theso are women nnd eight, men. 
This fif 


toon doea not include n siuglo person who 
was a prominent liquor aellor at tbe time th 
prohibitory law went into effect, or who is 
generally understood to be habitually selling 
liquor at the present tiino, Tho inference 
from the court reports is that those prom 
nont liquor sellers havo all gone out of (be 
business, and that the popular impression to 
the contrary is a mistake- 


Of the seven women six wore fount] guilty 


by the justice court, and tha fate of one is 
still undecided. One of tho sis appealed to 
tbe supreme court which affirmed the deci- 
sion of the justice court, aud another one 
appealed to the court of common ploas, am 
the appeal will be proyeouted in May. 
0, 


the eight men only four were found guilty 
or probably guilty. Of those four three were 
appealed to tha supremo court. In theso 
three cases nofc ono conviction wns obtained 
Ono CSSQ was withdrawn for reasons which 
wo do not know, and tbo other two were 
nolpros'd with unseemly haste by the acting 
attorney general because tho proper prose 
cutiug officer did not happen to ha in court 
at the moment the cases wero called up. OJ 
tbe other four cases one was found uol 
guilty, ouo discontinued, one ia continued, 
and one complaint was withdrawn ou tbo 
promise of the offender to leave town. This 
caso ought perhaps to bo added lo tbo font 
which were found guilty. 


In tho first two complaints that were 


made, tho defendants were respectively 
forty-eight bottles of alo and ono barrel of 
malt wine. 
These unfortunates had no 


counsel, and couldn't vote, especially the 
barrel of .malt wine which had but just 
arrived from Boston; tbe ale was Newport 
ale; the)1 couldn't influence Iho votes of 
their custom ova; thay could neither appeal 
lo a higher court where a happy conjunction 
of events mi^ht result in a nolleprowqiti nor 
obtain sympathy by appeals to tho public. 
As there wasn't a single point (o bo urged 
in their defence they woro at onco con 
demnccl, but tbo alo cost the state §7.1"» and 
tho malt wino &'11.0.">, wbich was about all 
tho things wero worth. 


In nino cases whore the accused was dis- 


charged and the costs fell on tho slate, 
nine cases out of tho twenty iimo,~tho coots 
amounted lo $7;!.!>.'i. 
On tho other hand 


ono woman WBH fined §100 aud sent lo Iho 
state farm for aouio time. Whether 
whole fine was over received by Iho filato or 
not wo aro unable to .say. Four women wero 
sentenced to pay five §i-0 fines aud bo im- 
prisoned fifty d.iyn, but throe of these cnstm 
aro appeal Gil. 
The $100 fine referred to was
